( 3 ) केन्द्रीय रेलवे मंत्री -- सदस्य 
( 4 ) केन्द्रीय शिक्षा मंत्री - सदस्य 
( 5 ) योजना कमीशन में उपाध्यक्ष -- सदस्य 


आदेश दिया जाता है कि इस संस्ताव को सभी राज्य सरकारों, 
भारत सरकार के सभी मंत्रालयों , प्रधान मंत्री के सचिवालय, राष्ट्र 
पति के निजी तथा सैनिक सचिवों, संसद् सचिवालय , योजना कमीशन
